New Government is 
Expected to 
Be Pro-Nationalist 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (IPI — Syria's 
chamber of deputies met hastily 
today to form a new government 
to replace the one-man dictatorship 
of ousted President Adib Shishekly. 
Shishekly was toppled from pow ­ 
er late Thursday in a bloodless 
army revolt. 
The new 
government, 
almost 
certain to be strongly pro-national­ 
ist and anti Israeli, will be the 
fifth installed through coup d’etat, 
force and violence in the stormy 
post-war history of Syria 
Shishekly, 
who turned in his 
resignation and fled to 
Lebanon 
in 
a 
bullet proof Mercedes-Benz 
limousine which once belonged to 
Adolf Hitler, was in hiding behind 
a Lebanese m ilitary guard at the 
Saudi Arabian Embassy here. 
Reports reaching Beirut through 
Syria's tight censorship said Shi­ 
shekly threw in the sponge when 
the Damascus garrison, the last 
m ilitary establishment to join the 
revolutionary 
movement, refused 
to obey his orders to resist rebel 
forces advancing on the capital. 
His wife and six children were 
left behind in Damascus on the 
promise of the new m ilitary junta 
that they would not be molested. 
A brother, Salah Shishekly, who 
is accused of capitalizing on his 
family connections to make a for­ 
tune through profiteering, fled with 
the* fallen “ strong man. 
Hashim El Atassi. former Presi­ 
dent who was ousted in the 1951 
coup d’etat which placed Shishekly 
in power, was the best bet to be 
named provisional president. 
He 
now is 89 and was expected to be 
installed merely as a figure-head. 
Real 
power, 
sources here be­ 
lieved. probably w ill go to Maronf 
Daw alibi, a fiery nationalist and 
leader of the People’s party, who 
also was kicked out by Shishekly’s 
coup. 
Daw alibi, it w as predicted, 
will become premier of the new 
regime.

Reports from Ridgw ay this morn­ 
ing were that Aydt and LeRoy Ven­ 
ters of

close 
friends. 
wont fishing yesterday afternoon 
on Big Lake anil their boat cap­ 
sized in the heavy winds that came 
up during the afternoon. 
The boat capsized, it was stat­ 
ed. fairly close to the middle of the 
lake out from the cabin area and 
both 
boys started swimming to 
shore 
Venters, it was stated, saw- 
that he could not make it and re 
turned to the capsized boat to wait 
for help. 
Aydt tried to reach the 
shore and drowned. 
It was believed that he suffered 
from cramps in the cold water. 
His body, found about 15 feet from 
shore, was moved to the Cox fu­ 
neral home in Ridgway.

HOLLYWOOD lf — Pianist and 
wit Oscar Lebant was dragged out 
of bed to have his stomach pumped 
when he ran into the one thing 
with which he couldn’t cope—the 
literal mind 
Levant, who tried to joke with 
a telephone operator and came to 
grief when she thought he was 
trying to kill himself, said today 
his only regret was that the in­ 
cident “ spoiled my sleep.” 
The musician, famed for his dry 
humor on the concert stage and in 
movies wise-cracked to tho oper 
ator early Thursday that if she 
couldn’t get his wife on the phone 
“ in half an hour. PII be dead ” 
The operator called the police, 
and the joke backfired 
Officers 
broke into Levant’s home 
hauled 
him off to ja il where his .stomach 
was pumped out, and listed him as 
a “ possible suicide attempt.” 
But 
Levan1, 
home 
recovering 
from the experience, insisted, “ I 
had no intent to commit suicide.” 
He explained that he and his 
wife, had quarreled and she had 
gone to spend the day at her moth­ 
er’s house. 
When he awoke be­ 
fore noon, he found nobody home 
and the telephone line at her moth­ 
er’s home was busy 
“ The operator said to wait a 
half hour and I said, ‘in half an 
hour PU be dead"’ Levant said 


“ I don’t know why I said that 
She said hold on and she would 
help me 
I w as so touched by this 
I thought, 
‘(ice, I’ve 
found a 
friend.’ 
“ I was full of self-pity,” he re­ 
flected 
“ And she becam e very

“ So Pm still holding the phone 
arid the next thing I know the po­ 
lice break in 
I guess I had fallen 
asleep 
I had already taken my 
usual dose of paraldehyde ”

through the house to hug their 
father and complained they could 
not possibly face the kids at school 
today. 
His wife, with whom he was 
reconciled,

coffee and pork prices, the govern­ 
ment announced today.
